“Resolved, ‘That the provinclal courts 
should have Jurisdiction in actions of 
divorcee,’ his was the subject whieh 
caused a very eloquent, debate in the 
Y.M.C.A. last night. Messrs, Eakins 
and Drysdale represented the afflrma- 
tive side, and Messrs. Vostill and Cam- 
eron represented the negative side. A. 
I’, Ewing, K.C., acled as Judge in the 
debate, and gave his decision (n favor 
of the attirmative side. 

The points put forward by the win- 
ners were: First, the senate being the 
only divorcee tribunal In thls country, 
there was great expense entailed in 
securing a speclal act of parliament; 
the poorer litkgants were left without 
a remedy; second, the great and fatal 
delays which exist in the procedure; 
third, there would be less publicity and 
More promptness were the provincial 
courts clothed with this Jurisdiction; 
fourth, the suecess of the JEngliish sys- 
tem, in which country this question is 
in the hands of the judges, as any 
other dispute between man and wire. 

The arguments put forward by the 
negative side were: First, it would be 
a bad thing all round if it vere made 
easier, and so much worse fer society; 
second, they referred to the chaos in 
the States, where cach state has a law 
of its own, and the injustice that is 
thereby done; third, in the alternative 
they suggested that there be consti- 
tuted a diverce commission similar to 
the railway Comiission, having a opa- 
tional jurisdiction, whereby the law on 
the subject.could be enforced unifarm- 
ly throughout the country; fourth, the 
great difficulty throughout the United 
States, owing to the varying condi-

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GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP OF RAILWAYS 

COMING IN UNITED STATES. 
“Government owdership of railways is coming,” Is the 

opinion expressed by G. S. Mellen, late of the New Haven, 

and the man uuder whose aegis that concern was so neatly 

looted by the Morgans. “Government ownership of rail- 

ways cannot be avoided,” or words to that effect, is the 


{ 


expression of Ripley or the Santa Fe, probably the greatest 
authority on radways in the world. In congress, members 
from the granger staics are already commencing to frame bills 
which, although usually framed for the beneiit of the agricul- 
tural electorate, have for their alleged object the purchase of 
the entire railway sysiems of United States. In the meantime 
a physical valuation of the rail lines in the entire United States 
has been commenced by the federal government and, although 
it is expected tiat tis valuation will not be complete tor at 
least eight years, a.contrast, as. the work proceeds, of _the 
various asset valuations of the railways of different sections | 
with the stock and bond liabilities floated against the earning 
power of the same i3 due ‘o give the public an entirely new idea 
of the value of a franch.se. 

Concurrently wii these. things, the government ot 
United States is about to undertake its first experiment with 
the construction oi a government-owned railway by moving

in this, the economic possibility of government ownership }

giving a service which makes no charge for franchise. Already 
the parcels post has virtually put the express companies out 
of competition, and that at a scale of rates which makes so | 
much money for the postal department that an immediate | 
cut is in contemplation to avoid the heaping up of an un-| 
wieldly surplus. = What the franchise cost of the railway 
business is to the people of United States can probably never 
be anywhere nearly accurately fixed, but a rough estimate of | 
the total capitalization which the railways of that couutry are | 
bearing in stocks and bonds places the aggregate at} 
$1,900,000,000 and the actual invested capital at not more | 
than $900,000,000, leaving the burden of franchise at not less 
than one thousand million dollars, a stupendous debt against 
the railway service of the country which the government will) 
have finally to liquidate by taking count of in the purchase of 
the railways, or repudiate by refusing to take count of. This 
constitutes the biggest contingent questicn that will eventually 
have to be settled. 

in accord with the same rapidly growing spirit in the 
country to the south that the government should own and 
operate all the natural monopolies of transmission and com- 
munication, it is worthy of notice just at the present moment 
that the postmaster-general of United States, Burleson, has 
gone on record within the past few days as being in favor of 
taking over all the telegraph and telephone lines of the! 
country, and that he gives it out that the president has the 
matter under consideration and views it with great favor. 
Such interviews are not given idly. They usually mean very 
much more than they say. 

To those who have followed the course of events in 
United States during the past five or six years, it must be 
apparent that government ownership of railways is very close 


at hand; very much closer, in all probability, than was the} 


Panama canal when Roosevelt entered the White House as} 
president and commenced his first fight with the railways 
for the éstablishment of the water highway between the two 
oceans. Canada lags a little behind, but those who have 
been carefully watching the development of the argument of 
M. K. Cowan, attorney for Alberta and Saskatchewan, in the 
railway rate case, and the rebuttal attempted by the C. P. Re 
solicitor, will realize that the underlying question is how far 
the public is interested inthe franchise-value of the roads. |

There is no good reason why any 
business man in Edmonton should lose 
either Ume or money in questionable 
advertising. The city has its full quo- 
ta of recognized mediums, issued by 
reputable publishers, The quality and 
quantity of thelr circulation ts known. 
The price, “copy” and necessity deter- 
mines whether or not they constitute 
profitable media The use of space 
is his own judge of the advertising va- 
lue of these publications. 

Detling with fake schemes. the cen- 
sorship committee of the Edmonton 
Ad Club has placed so-called mediums 
in the pirate class: Programs of all 
kinds, Advertising cook books, rail- 
way guides, hotel registers, hotel bed- 
room: cards and allied propositions, pa- 
noramic views, specials, books of lead- 
Ing citizens at Darguin counter or 
other rates, “limited” editions of “Men 
and Makers," and a score ot similar 
swindles. i 

Figure it out for yourself. If Shem 
or Ham or Japhet had thought to get 
out a booklet or other special publl- 
cation of the historical trip of the Ark 
have had’ some yalue as 4 
souvenir, but the advertiser, as usual 
with such schemes, which more close- 
ly approach highway robbery than any 
act not yet incorporated in the crimi- 
chal code, of the province of Alberta, 
would have failed to receive the lepst 
benefit. . 

Has Saved Thousands. 

The censorship committee of the d- 
monton Ad Club has saved thousands 
of dollars to our merchants during the 
last 12 months. One of the recent 
schemes, squelehed in the preliminary 
slage, was “The Newly-Weds.” ‘This 
book was to be of 60 pages, halt of 
them advertisements at $200 a page, or 
36,000 for the layout. Byery dollar of 
that was saved to our merchants be- 
cause of the prompt action of our com- 
mittee and the warnings despatched to 
every member of this organization 
through the secrétary’s office. 

i could cite numerous other cases, 
but the lack of time forbids There 
is much work to he done in Edmonton, 
Which, because of its importance as a 
commercial, tidustrial, financial and 
railway centre, is much in the public 
eve, and this is attracting all kinds of 
people. Most of the neweomers are of 
the Letter kind, but no law has been 
framed to prevent the advertising fak- 
er from joining the throngs. 

The fact that all sorts of “get the 
money" shows the absolute necessity 
of co-operation. 
Kdmonton ean further the work of this 
organization by referring all solicitors 
of the media placed under the ban by 
our censorship committee to the secre: 
tary's office, now located in suite 700, 


Teglar building. The samo act will 
save them time, the most valuable 


thing known, and money and assist 
the club in routing the fakers, buc- 
eanecrs and pirates, who invariably 
sail under false colors 

Etaphasis should be laid upon the 
fact that every one of the crooked 
schemes that are submitted to the ad- 
vertiser are close parallels or even 
exact copies of xood straight ideas in 
advertising, and that the only way to 
know is to give the censorship com- 
mittee the opportunity to- Investigate 
each and every plan, solely upon its 
morits, . 

ft is not the purpose of this club to 
do harm to honest workers. Our mis- 
slon is to assist ‘them, What we seek 
to accomplish is to. placard the so- 
licitors for questionable’ schemes bhe- 
fore they have the opportunity to 
Ymake successes of their work, which 
is not only dangerous, but degrad'ng 
in its possibilities.
